NC-4 Leaves Early Today for Ponta Delgada, 
Probably Flying on to Lisbon Before Night 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—Rear Admiral Jackson, at 
Ponta Delgada, Azores, cabled the Navy Department to- 
night that the American naval seaplane NC-4, in command , 
of Lieut. Commander A. C. Read, would leave Horta, 
Fayal, tomorrow at 7 o'clock, Greenwich mean time, 
(8 A. M. Washington time,) if weather conditions per- 
mit. A stop will be made at Ponta Delgada, thé message 
said. 

The early hour set for the start of the flight to Ponta 
Delgada was interpreted by naval officials here to mean 
that Commander Read would attempt tomorrow to make 
‘the entire trip of more than 925 nautical miles to Lisbon, 
Portugal, the real end of the transatlantic flight. The 
stop at Ponta Delgada was thought to be planned for the 
purpose of obtaining supplies.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday, May 20.—Commander John H. 
fowers and his crew of the NC-3 were forced to taxi over high 
peas for 205 miles and ride out a gale before they were safely 
gmoored at Ponta Delgada, where they arrived yesterday after- 
fRoon at 1:50 o’clock, New York time. 

The.story of the experiences of the NC-8 was told in a

In the course of the hazardous voyage to Ponta Delgada, 
the NC-8 lost both wing pontoons, the first about four hours be- 
fore she reached potr, and the second just before she was enter- 
ing the harbor of Ponta Delgada. 

Official Report of Commander Towers. 

Commander Towers’s report is as follows: 

“We arrived at Ponta Delgada at 17:50 G. M. T. (1:50 
Pp. M. New York time,) on May 19. We were compelled to go 
above the clouds at Station No. 8 on account of the failure of 
the lights on the pilot’s instrument board and the necessity of 
having the heavenly bodies for reference. 

“The last destroyer we sighted was No. 138. We came 
through the clouds at daybreak, but missed destroyer No. 14, 
I believe we were thrown off our course by the high velocity 
of the upper winds, but laid a parallel course. 

“We encountered heavy rain squalls at 7 o’clock G. M. T. 
(8:45 New York time,) on May 17, which continued until 11:30 
_G.MLT. (9:30 A. M. New York time,) when the weather cleared 
we decided to land to make observations, as we had aly 
hours’ fuel left. 
ny “We discovered the heavy sea running too late to remain 

in the air. This slightly damaged the hull and seriously dam-

WASHINGTON, May .19—-With the 
opening of Congress today the' fight of 
the opposition to the League of Nations 
covenant was started. Although oppo- 
ments of the covenant delayed making 
any move in the Senate until tomorrow, 
Senator Lodge, Republican floor leader, 
in a Gictated statement after adjourn- 
ment, indicated that the fight to amend 
the covenant would be a bitter one. Mr. 
Lodge’s statement follows: 

“J am very glad that the organization 
of the Senate has been effected so quick- 
iy, and, of course, to the majority party, 
which is charged withthe responsibility, 
it is also satisfactory. The Congress 
ought to have been called two months 
ago, because there is an immense 
amount of legislation of the highest im- 
portance pressing for action. There are 
eight appropriation bills, involving vast 
sums of money, which ought to be passed 
before the 1st of July. There is aiso the 
railroad legislation, which is of ehor- 
mous importance to the stability of busi- 
negs in this country, and which ought 
to be taken up and deait with as soon 
as possible. 

**.As to the League of Nations, so far 
as I can judge—and I have had conver- 
sations with many Senators, including 
members of both parties—I am satisfied 
that a maiority of the Senate feels very 
strongly that the League, as rok pre- 
gented, must receive amendm that 
in ite present form, without any 
it-ig unacceptable and would not be ac- 
ceptable.

Bellinger and His Crew Fatigued by Experience. 


HORTA, May 19.—Commander Bellinger and his crew of the NC-1, 
who are on board the Columbia, were ‘much refreshed today. after their 
harrowing experience. 

The crew, when picked up by the steamer Tonia on Saturday after- 
noon, had been tossed about in the water for five hours in their damaged 
plane, and all the members were fatigued and suffering from seasickness. 

The plane is almost a total wreck, and will be ‘dismantled. and shipped 
to the United’ States on the cruiser Columbia. 

Lieut. Commander P. N. L. Bellinger, the commander of the NC-1, 
gave out the following statement today: . 

“The NC-1 was the last plane to take the air at Trepassey, doing so 
at 10:10 P..M. Friday, (Greenwich time.) We proceeded-on the course, 
being guided, by. the smoke and searchlights from the destroyers, and the 
star shells they sent up. After passing most of the station ships we did 
not meet with any trouble until ‘we got into-fog at 11:10 A.\M. Saturday, 
when we were near Station 18..After being in the fog for some time we 
alighted on the water at 1:10 P. M. Saturday. 

“ We. kept. to our. course until: we struck ‘the fog, when:we. lost our 
bearings. -We deemed it: advisable to head into’ the wind,- toward land, 
to get our bearings before proceeding. - We were then-flying about 3,000 
feet up. We. dropped to fifty feet in order to sight water, and found that 
the wind was in a different. direction on the surface of .the water than 
it was above, and.also that the fog was more dense at the lower altitufle. 

_“ We made a good landing on ‘the sea, which- was. rough and choppy 
with heavy swells. The strong. wind continued until we were picked up. 

“ at.@ P. M.,.(Greenwich time,) we sighted the masts of the lonhia 
on its way to’ Fayal and Gibraltar ‘above the horizon. We were unable 
to see the hull of the Ionia and, as she did-not have: wireless, we were 
unable. to communicate with her. We, therefore, ;started taxing ‘toward 
her. About this time. the Ionia sighted us, and lowered a boat which 
picked us up at’6:20°P. M.. Our position, when we were picked up, was 
latitude 89 degrees 58 minutes north; longitude 30 degrees 15 minutes 
west. We tried to salvage the plane, but the tow lines ef the Ionia broke 
and ‘we were forced ‘to give up: ithe attempt. id 

“We were rescued, with difficulty because the small boat of the 
Ionia “was: tossed. about. like a cork. All. of us .were séasick, otherwise 
we-did not suffer.. ~ 

“We sent’ out $:0 S calls after landing, but the radio sending radiuis 
was ‘only fifty miles on the surface of the water. While awaiting: rescue 
we intercepted. messages between destroyers. We last -heard the radio 
of the NC-8 at. 9:15. o’%lock S&turday: morning. 

“Tf the fog had not been so. thick we could have continued to Ponta 
Delgada. Our engines worked ‘splendidly throughout. The average 
altitude of the flight was between 600’ and 3,500 feet.”

DEFENDANT’ QUITS FIGHT 


Decision Ends Sulit Begun Two 
Years Ago—Falls to Define ‘ 
Time Limit. 


A decree perpetually enjoining the 
International News Service from “‘ pirat- 
ing ’’ news gathered by The Associated 
Press: for its members was signed yes- 
terday by Federal Judge Manton. The 
end thus comes to the suit started two 
years ago by The Associated Press to 
prevent the International concern from 
“lifting."’ news from.early editions of 
Associated Press newspapers and tak- 
ing it from bulletin boards. 

Having won a temporary injunction in 
the District Court and appéals in the 
Circuit Court of Appeals and in the 
United States Supreme Court, The As- 
sociated Press was ready to proceed 
with the trial of the issues involved. 
The defendant company surrendered be- 
cause ‘a continuation of the fight ap- 
peared to-be barren of anything save ex- 
pense. It'suggested that the fight cease, 
and counsel for the International con- 
sented to the entering of the decree. 

The question of how long a period 
must elapse before the International 
concern may make use of news gathered 
by The Associated Press has not been 
decided, beyond the sentence in the de; 
cree that the injunction runs “‘ until the 
commercial value as news to the de- 
fendant and all its customers has passed 
tne tit When this point came during 
the litigation there was such a diverg- 
ence of views between the plaintiff and 
defendant as to this time ii it that it 
was permitted to lie without a decision. 


Cost of News Gathering Great. 


The decree explains that the complain- 
ant is a co-operative organization en- 
gaged in gathering from ‘‘all sources 
all-over the world ‘and! distributing to 
its members and to newspapers repre- 
sented by them all kinds of information, 
news .and- intélligence, telegraphic and 
otherwise, for BB a pany in the said 
newspapers.’ e International concern 
is described'as a ‘ corporation engaged 
in a similar business for its.own profit, 
and not as a Co-opefative organization ;

Bankers Defendants in $471,510 
Action Involving Eastman Co. 


The trial of a suit against Ruel W. 
Poor, formerly President of the Gar- 
field National Bank; Walter H. Ben- 
nett, Vice’ President of the American 
Exchange National Bank;-Thomas W. 
Stephens of Stephens & Co., bankers ; the 
Anthony & Scovill Company, and the 
Ansco Company, began yesterday in the 
Supreme Court before Justice Green- 
baum. The plaintiff is Charles Brock, 
a stockholder of the Anthony & Scovill 
Company, who asks an accounting in be- 
half of himself. and other stockkholders 
of all dividends paid to Poor, Bennett, 
and Stephens and the Ansco Company 
between 1914 and.

The suit is based on the payment by 
the Eastman Kodak Company in. 19i+ 
to the Goodwin Film and’ Camera Com- 
pany, in a suit by the Anthony & Sco- 
vill Company, as assignee, of a contract 
made with the‘ late Hannibal Goodwin, a 
clergyman, who invented a film now in 
general use which the Eastman Com- 
pany was accused of javing infringed. 
The plaintiff aljemes, that the defendant 
bankers, as a Creditors’ Committee of 
the Anthony & Scovill Company, which 
was indebted to banks for $300,000 in 
1904, got possession of the Goodwin.con- 
tract demanding 85 per cent. of the 
stock held by the plaintiff and others.

WANT ENFORCEMENT. HERE 


W. H. Anderson, Welcoming Visit- 
ers, Says New York Is Greatest 
“Wet"’ City in the World. 


Mobilizing for a State and national 
campaign to obtain adequate enforce- 
ment of the prohibition amendment, 
“dry ’”’ forces yesterday held a. meeting 
in the Calvary Baptist Church to discuss 
with delegates -from , many countries 
plans for an arid world. Dr. John Roach 
Straton, pastor of, Calvary, was the 
Chairman and the first speaker, William 
H. Anderson, hadn’t gone far in his: ad- 
dress of welcome to the visitors before 
he threatened political reprisal. on the 
State and municipal administrations. 

*“‘We welcome you,’’ said Mr. Ander- 
ee: “*to the greatest ‘wet’ city. of the 

orld, the headquarters of .the pro- 
German brewing interests. I am gldd 
to report, however, that in the last two 
years 8,734 saloons have been closed in 
this State, shutting them up almost at 
the rate.of one every two hours. It 
has been said that certain elements of 
our foreign population will leave the 
country when prohibition becomes effec- 
time. Let them go.”’ 

Bishop J es Cannon, one of the lead- 
ers in the fight that made Virginia a 
dry territory, and who was one of those 
who tried to persuade the Peace Cenfor- 
ence to taks ‘action, against the Hquor 
traffic, declared that national prohibi- 
tion had been decided wpon after it was 
realized that the State or local option 
plan would fail. Speaking of his obser- 
vations abroad, Bishop Cannon criticised 
the British press for alleged failure to 
give ‘both sides of the question. He 
gave it as his opinion that Congress 
never would reverse itself on prohibition. 

The first visitor called upon for a re- 
sponse was Canon John Howard Ber- 
tram Masterman of London, Honorary 
Secretary of the United Kingdom Alli- 
ance. He said that the cause of total 
prohibition in England depended upon 
the example set by the United States in 
the next few months. The Rev. Henry 
Carter of London, a temperance worker, 
spoke optimistically of the struggle to 
make England. ‘*a sober land.’’ ‘The 
third. British representative, Dr. C. W. 
Saleeby, a physician, termed alcohol as 
a contributory cause of all disease. 
James Marion of Austrdlia reported on 
the case for prohibition in his country, 
Dr. R. Hercod for Switzerland, W. J. 
Allison for Scotland, while John Daw- 
son, talking about New Zealand, said 


the soldiers returned an overwhelming 
majority for wetness. 

“We have witnessed the dawn of in- 
ternationalism,'’ said lcolm R. Pat-

MORE SURFACE SERVICE 


Nixon, Fearing New Accident, Or- 
ders That Plans Be Devised to 
Isolate Live Cables. 


A statement by the’ Public Service 
Commission yesterday in reference to 
the accident on ‘the  Williamsburgh 
Bridge Sunday night, said that the ac- 
cident had affected the bridge structure. 
An investigation made during the night 
by the officials of the Bridge Depart- 
'™anet, and by engineers and inspectors 
of the commission disclosed that the 
great heat caused by the short circuit- 
ing of the electric cables had not only 
twisted and buckled the 100-pound run- 
ming rail, but had also bent out of shape 
ene of the longitudinal girders which 
support the tracks and are a part of 
the physical structure of the bridge. 

statement by the commission says‘ 

“It was feared that this* weakened 
girder might. prove insufficient to sup- 
port the weight of the heavy steel car 
trains which alternate with the trains 
of lighter elevated cars, and emergency 
repairs were made."’ 

Commissioner ‘Nixon ordered. the rail- 
read companies operating over the 
bridge to increase the number of cars 
on’ the surface lines. Increased service 
was also provided by the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company to Park Row. The 
statement of Commissioner Nixon re- 
garding the damage done said: 

“* My inspections at the scene of last 
night’s accident on the Williamsburg 
Bridge convince me that some better 
method must be devised for the disposi- 
tion of the feeder cables than the plac- 
ing of them in close proximity to the 
wooden. footway and the oil-soaked ties 
and stringers. 

“It is quite apparent that such an 
accident could happen again. In fact, 
I am informed, it has happened before. 
Had there been a train at the exact 
point where the accident occurred at 
the time it occurred there might have 


very serious consequences indeed. 
**T have directed the engineers of the 
ssion to outline plans for the 
safeguarding of the feeder cables and 
their isolation from the wooden struc- 
ture in so far as may be possible. More 
frequent inspections also seem neces- 
ante In the exercise of my functions 
as regulatory commissioner I shall 
ask cioamniesioner Delaney of the De- 
partment of Plant and Structures to 
co-operate with me in. developing addi- 
tional safeguards to protect s#teet rail- 
way and rapid transit passengers who 
use the bridges.’’ :

CAMP DIX, N. J., May .19.—School- 
master fora quarter of a million sol- 
diers during the last two years, Camp 
Educational Director H. A. Townsend, 
of Newark, has retired from his post at 
Camp Dix, closing one of the most re- 
markable experiments. along adult edu- 
cational lines in modern times. 
Appointed educational head of the Y. 
M. C..A. work in the camp in 1917, 
Townsend, with the co-operation § of 
¢amp authorities, established an educa- 
tional system for soldiers that became 
a model for other training camps and 
for the American forces abroad. It has 
covered instructions in a series of sub- 
jects that extenged from. elementary 
English for foreigners in the service to 
practical trade and art courses for over- 
seas convalescent soldiers. 
One of the biggest accomplishments of 
Townsend's instruction plans was teach- 
ing French’ to Amierican soldiers going 
overseas. , easly. a hundred classes 
were in operation in the camp while the 
divisions. were ning here, with’ ap- 
proximately ten thousand enrolled.

Virginians 
have always had a high sense of 
individualism ahd personal indepen- 
dence; but these are trifles compared 
with the execution of the cardinal and 
sacred law of prohibition. Occasion- 
ally its agents have to use more force 
than the mere imposition ot gentle 
hands. At Woodstock some time ago 
two bootleggers were shot dead. The 
plea of the shooting inspectors is self- 
defense. Somewhere near Danville the 
other day a Pennsylvanian was 
stopped by the inspectors, who found 
some beer and a still in his wagon. 
He leaped out, tried to escape, was 
shot. 

If the story told is true, these sum- 
mary inspectors had no warrant for 
his arrest. Even if that was the 
case, they seem to have used only 
the broad privileges of their office zs 
they understand them. Whether you 
stand or run away, you may be shot 
at on general principles. This quick 
and deadly punishment might seem too 
severe if the- offenders were guilty of 
@ mere malum prohibitum; but there 
is a moral view that overcrows the 
legal. Administered by relentless 
Drys, the prohibition law is the chief 
and crowning law, and to break it is 
to commit the sum of all villainies. 

It will be noticed that in this State 
the Anti-Saloon League is bound to 
enforce the law that it made.

THE STORY OF THE FLIGHT. 

Fog on the sea is trouble enough for 
the stanchest ship with the most ex- 
perienced commander. Fog in the air 
is the discouragement, if not the de- 
spair, of the aviator. Fog baffled 
Commander Towrrs and Lieut. Com- 
mander BELLINGER of seaplanes NC-3 
and NC-1 on their strong-winged 
flight to the Azores. In clear weather 
they would have made their goal at 
Ponta Delgada without difficulty, ac- 
cording to the information at hand. 
The NC-4 had its own worries with 
the fog at one time, but by good air- 
manship made its way to Fayal and 
dropped down into a bay at Horta. 
Lieut. Commander Ruan always kept 
his head and used sound judgment. 
The exhibition of airmanship and sea- 
manship solved problems that would 
have dismayed and unnerved an avia- 
tor with less vision and resolution. 
From the mishap off Chatham to the 
consummation at Fayal,“~Rzap had a 
heart for any fate and his wits about 
him always. He carried on, believed 
in his ship and crew, had his eye on 
and tri- 
umphed so that the last was first. 

_ Apparently Lieut. Commander Reap 
had the fastest seaplane, which may 
explain why Commander Towers and 
Lieut. Commander Be.sincgr had the 
worst of the fog. NC-1 was com- 
pletely swallowed up, lost her bearings 
some distance short of the Azores, and 
had to come down in a rough sea. By 
remarkable luck the masts of the 
steamship Ionia, from Fayal to Gibral- 
tar, were sighted, and the seaplane 
made toward her on the surface. Bgt- 
Lincen and his men were taken off; 
none tpo soon, it seems, for the small 
boat of the Ionia ‘‘ wag tossed about 
like a cork.’’ The fog had stopped 
and brought down NC-1 in.full career 
when she was going strong in the di- 
rection of the Azores. “* Our engines 
worked splendidly throughout,’ says 
Bettirmomr. But the surges played 
havoc with his ship, If the Ionia had 
not come along in the nick of time 
there would have been a tragedy. It 
is a new tale of the sea, the crew of 
the pontooned airplane saved. from a 
watery grave by the passing steamer.

Such a peace would not even be 
quick, for the Polish mafJorities in the 
eastern provinces who have hitherto 
kept their héads in spite of this parade 
of German marching and counter- 
marching under their windows would 
not be likely to submit to continued 
German domination without a fight. 
But there is no reason to suppose that 
the Conference will yield; for yielding 
here would certainly bring anythinz 
but a lasting peace. To allow Ger- 
many to keep West Prussia, Posen, 
and Upper Silesia would be both a 
crime and a mistake. A crime, for it 
would perpetuate the partitions of the 
eighteenth century by which Prussia 
stole her eastern provinces from 
Poland; it would permit the perpetua- 
tion of the oppressive measures by 
which Germany has tried in vain to 
denationalize the Poles; it would keep 
the Polish majorities in these prov- 
inces subject to German tyranny. 
It would be a mistake because it would 
ruin Poland, would cut off much of 
her territory and population and leave 
her a landlocked State economically 
at the mercy of even a weakened Gér- 
It would sweep away the bar- 
rier between Germany and Russia, 
and enable the Germans to intervene 
in the Russian chaos for their own 
interest and profit. In twenty or 
thirty years we might see Russia fol- 
lowing Germany in every move; and 
Poland would have disappeared. 

While sentiment undoubtedly piays 
a considerable part. in the German 
demonstrations, it cannot be doubted 
that the considerations mentioned 
above are those which control the in- 
fluential men in Germany. They know 
that a strong Poland is one of the 
principal safeguards of the worlds 
against a conquering Germany, 
whether empire.or republic; they 
know that a weak Poland will leave 
open_the road to the East. Add to 
this realization the fact that many of 
the Junker aristocracy, and the army 
officers, have their estates in these 
districts, and we can see why the 
Germans want to keep German Poland 
if they lose everything else. They 
want a flying start in the next war; 
they can hardly expect that the rest 
of the world will let them have It.

‘The Right Rev. David Hummell Greer, 

_ Protéstant Episcopal Bishop of New 
York for the last eleven years, died in 
his seventy-sixth year last night at 6:16 
| clock at St. Luke’s Hospital, at 113th 
Street and Amsterdam Avenue. His 
death followed an operation fori intesti- 

’ Ral trouble on Monday, from which he 

Was unable to rally because of his ad- 
“ ¥anced years and a successsion of severe 
fliness- since last December. 

“The wish, which he had repeatedly ex- 
pressed in recent months to “ die in the 
harness,” was virtually fulfilled,. be- 
Cause the Bishop continued to take ae+ 
tive charge of the work of the diocese 


until he was sent to the hospital, and 
even continued to work on his problems 
and give directions from his hospital 
bed. His refusal to relinquish actiye 
works, in spite of weakness and ili- 
health, was considered to haye hastened 
the end considerably. 
Death came last evening whilea pray- 
.6@T was being said for the dying man by 
the Rev. A. C. Monk at a service in the 
chapel at the hospital. When the service 
was ended members of the clergy and 
friends of the Bishop were informed that 
he had passed away. 
Bishop’s Death Kept Frem Wife. 


Most of the immediate relatives living 
fm this city and the Rev. Dr. Howard 
C. Robins were present at the bedside 
during the carly pdrt of the day, when 
his death was expected hourly. In the 
afternoon, however, he appeared to rally 
and his physicians thought that he would 
possibly live a few days longer. Later 
he began to sink rapidly. The end 
came peacefully, while he was sleeping. 
His daughter, Miss Jean Greer, was the 
only member of the family present when 
Geath came. Mrs. Augusta Keith Greer, 

. the wife of the Bishop, who is 70 years 
eld, has been seriously ill and could not 
leave her bed. At a late hour last night 
it was stated that her condition was 
such that the fact of the Bishop’s death 
had been kept from her. 


Funeral in Cathedral Friday. 


Following a conference with members 

, of Bishop Greer’s family and the Very 
Reverend Howard Robbins, Dean of the 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine, Bishop 
Suffragan Charles S. Burch last night 
geve out ‘the funeral plans which had 
been made. The funeral services will 
be held at 11 o’clock Friday morning 
fn the Cathedral, conducted by Bishop 
Bdwerd S. Lines, of the Diocese of 
Newark.,N. J.; Bishop Arthur S, Lloyd, 
President of the Board of Missions, for- 
merly Bishop Coadjutor of Virginia; 
Bishop Charles H. Brent, of the Diocese 
of Western New York, and. Bishop 
Burch. : 

The simple Episcopal burial service 
will be read and there will be no eulogy. 
The Cathedral choir ‘of sixty-five voices 
will sing during the service. The body 
of Bishop Greer will be buried in the 
sanctuary of the Cathedral alongside 
of Bishop Henry Codman Potter, ,whom 
he succeeded, and Dean William M. 
Grosvenor, former Rector of the Cathe- 
@ral of St. John the Divine. 

Bishop Burch said that between 200 
and 300 Bishops and clergymen would 
attend the funeral. Twenty-five Bishops 
in their episcopal robes will sit in the 
chancel while the services are being 
conducted. : 

The Bishop’s chair in the chancel will 
be draped in purple and the choir stalls 
in black and purple. The outside of 
the Cathedral will also be draped in 
purple and black.

fn which he was most deeply interested, 
the prevention. of future. wars, the union

Gevelopment of close relations between 
the Protestant Episcopal and Greek 
Catholic churches—and the completion of 
6t.

Dean Robbing’s Tribute.

‘“‘He has shown himself a . most 
American Bishop, simple, unaffected, 
the friend of the people, and quite easily 
approached by them. He has shown 
himself a deyoted Bishop who. never 
spares himself. In fact, if I Were to 
nave any quarrel with him, it is because 
he never takes care of himself. During 
his recent ifiness, it was all his doctor 
and nurse could do to keep him from 


getting out of bed, at the greatest risk 
to himself, afid attending a meeting 
because he thought it was in the inter- 
est of the diocese.”’ 


NOTED AS AN ORGANIZER. 


Bishop’s Career Marked by Admin- 
istrative Ability and Democracy. 


Bishop David Hummell Greer ended a 
life of activity and accomplishment, in 
which he had been marked among mer 
chiefly by his ability for administration 
and organization, his willingness and 
success in undertaking difficult labors, 
his power of preaching, his humility, 
and democracy of spirit, and his broad- 


minded spirituality. He was born in 
Wheeling, W.‘ Va.,; on March 20, 1844, 


and after completing his preparatory 
education attended the academic depart- 


the | ment of Washington College, Pennsyl- 
of! vania, from which he was graduated in 


1862. He then studied theology at the 
Protestant Episcopal Seminary in Gam- 
bier, Ohio, which is the divinity school 
of Kenyon College, and received his de- 
gree in 1866, in the same year becoming 
rector of Christ Church, Clarksburg, W. 
Va., thus beginning his ministerial 
duties at the age of 22. 

The then Mt. Greer served in Clarks- 
burg for two years, after which he was 
ordained to the priesthood of the Episco- 
pal Church and accepted a call to the 
rectorship of Trinity Church, Covington, 
Ky., where he remained from 1868 until 
1871. In the latter year he went to 
Providence, . L, as the rector of 
Grace Church, and he occupted this posi- 
tion for seventeen years, or until 1 
It was while he was in Providence that 
Mr. Greer began to be widely known for 
his abilities. He built up his parish in 
peany directions, established philan- 

ad ic and charitable agencies, and at- 

d large crowds by his eloquence in 
the pulpit. His-life and work in Proyi- 
dence established himjas a living rcfuta- 
tion of the theory held -by some that a 
man of extraordinary preaching powers 
must be weak in practical leadership 
and management of a parish. fle he

He was first elected to succeed the fa- 
mous Bishop Phillips Brooks of Massa- 
chusgetts; later he was called to the See 
of Pennsylvania, and in 1897 he was 
elected RY shop Coadjutor of Rhode Isl- 
and he preferred to continue his 
work ny St. Bartholomew’s.

His Ability as an Organizer, 


As Bishop of New York Dr. Greer’s

Bishop Greer’s Family, 

In 1869 Bishop Greer married Caroline 
A. Keith of Covington, Ky., who sur- 
vives him. His life with her is best re- 
vealed through his own words in Janu- 
ary, 1914, when 11 other Bishops and 
more than 200 clergymen met him in the 
Biltmore Hotel at a luncheon in com- 
memoration of the tenth year of his con- 
secration. The Bishop referred tv his 
wife as ‘‘the best suffragan in the 
world,’’ and, he added, speaking to his 
own clergy : 

“You don’t know and I don’t know 
how much she has meant to you through 
me. Only God knows that.”’

MOURN BISHOP'S DEATH. 


News of End Casts Gloom Over 
Meeting of Clergymen. 


The annual meeting and dinner of the 
Church Organizgtion for the Advance- 
ment of the Interest of Labor, which 
took place at Synod Hall, Amsterdam 
Avenue, last evening, became an occa- 
sion of mourning when it was learned 
about a half hour after the meeting had 
been called to order that Bishop David 
H. Greer, the organization's honorary 
President, had died, The meeting start- 
ed at 6 o’clock, and. the death of the 
Bishop was therefore unknown to those 
present until some time later. 

The Rev. Howard C, Robbins, Dean of 
the Cathedral of St. John the Divine, 
and the. Right Rev. Charles Sumner 
Burch, Bishop of the Protestant Episco- 

pal Diocese of New York, who were to 
Noon at the dinner, left as soon as they 
heard the news of the death. Resolu- 


tions were adopted expressing sympa- 
\ thy to the family of Bishop Greer.

‘FAMOUS DETECTIVE DEAD. 


James McParland Noted for Wark 
Against Molly Maguires. 


Special to The New York Times. 

DENVER, Col., May 19.-James Mc- 
Parland, who many: years ago earned a 
place among the leading detectives of 
the world by putting the murderous 
Molly Maguire organization of the Penn- 
sylvania coal miners out of business, 
and later was manager of the Denver 
office of the Pinkerton, de dead at his 
home here. 

Mr. McParland was wrt in Ulster, 
Ireland, in 1844, and came to the United 
States in 1863. He worked as a team- 
ster, and then drove a mail wagon for a 
time in Chicago. Joining the Pinkerton 
Detective Agency after the Chicago fire, 
in the early '70s, under its founder, Al- 
lan Pinkerton, he was sént to Bastern 
Pennsylvania to gather evidence against 
the notorious Molly Magufres in the an- 
thracite region.

The great strength developed in the | cluded 


cetton market in the last half of last 
week was again in evidence yesterday, 
and during the forenoon the market 
went into new high ground for the 
movement, with prices up 55 to 65 
Points. It looked as if everybody was 
intent upon buying, and for a time 
the supply was far from meeting the 
demand. Liverpool bought heavily in 
the early dealings, and Wall Street and 
other local interests took a lot of cotton. 
In addition, some of the speculative 
Southern accounts were conspicuous on 
the buying side. But shortly/after mid- 
day the market suffered a severe reac- 
tion, due to a considerable volume of 
selling for profit taking. In the early 
afternoon, however, the market rallied 
well, and closed 29 to 40 points above 
Saturday's closing figures. 

The news budget of the day wag not 
entirely bullish. ..Weather reports were 
good in most parts of the belt, and ex- 
ports were small, while receipts from 
the interior were large. The exports, 
in fact, totaled only 1,019 bales at the 
close of the day and 1,044 fon the two 
days, while the cotton received at the 
port in two days totaled 30,559 bales. 
Trade reports from the South were not 
especially good, and mill takings re- 
ported from New England were not 
encouraging, 

Against this,-though, spot markets all 
ever the country were strong. The 
local market showed a gain of 40 points, 
while gains ranging from 50 to 87 points 
were noted at Galveston, New. Orleans, 
Savannah, Augusta, Houston, :and else- 
where. New York. Galveston, Houston, 
and Dallas were all above 30 cents for 
spots.
